It seems lo be practically settled that a republican national 


convention will be held next year to revive national conven- 
tion methods, says the Mirror. This is a mailer of much satis- 
faction lo all.who have faith in the party, and are working for 
new blood and renewed efficiency. Pew republicans have ever 
denied (hat the representation of the southern stales in the 
convention has been a gross abuse. The howl of the defeated 
Roosevelt was not so much essentially wrong as absurd, in 
that it'did not agree with his former record. He was willing 
to take the southern delegates as long as they, voted the way 
he-wanted. The whole'system is wrong,*: and should/be modi- 
fied, no matter -whom It'hiIs. 


The fair basis for convention delegates is the party vote. 


'Any other basis invites the election of delegates that are not 
responsible to any substantial parly sentiment, and hence 
usually stand for small and selfish-private interests. To give 
Mississippi, with a normal republican vote of about 4000, as 
many delegates in a republican national convention as Kansas, 
with a normal republican vote of 160,000, istone of the most 
preposterous propositions that politicians ever invented. . 


The loose methods.by.which many delegates were elected 


last year in these southern 'constituencies was simply intol- 
erable, and bound to, make trouble. The methods by which 
the Roosevelt delegates were chosen were quite as crude as 
thoseaised in the .choice ofTaft 
men. 


Also some belter method for hearing and deciding contests 


needs lo be arranged. If.you yield Ib the claim of Ihe Roose- 
velt people, that contested delegate's should not be pciinillcd 
1o take pa.rt in a convention until their case has been passed on 
by other delegates, it would, then be possible to control a con- 
vention by contesting cn'oiigh (delcgalcs lo give your side a 
majority. 
If the parly,wl)l I;i);c,;'i1p' this matter in a judicial 


spirit, forgetting past rancors; some means can be devised lo 
provide heller nominaling machinery, and a long step toward 
republican regeneration will have been laken.
